‘All  The  Way  In  The  NCAA’ 
Becomes  Campus  Watchcry

The  cry  going  up  on  the  BYU 
campus  this  week  is  “All  the  Way 
in  the  NCAA”  following  the  win- 
ning of  the  Western  Conference 
basketball  title  with  victories  over 
Wyoming  and  New  Mexico  this 
weekend. 

THE  MOUNTAIN  CATS  actu 
ally  cinched  the  title  Friday  hog- 
tieing  the  Cowboys  102-87,  but 
proving  the  championship  mater- 
ial of  which  they  are  made  went 
on  to  thwart  the  Lobos  70-67  Sat- 
urday. 

The  ownership  of  the  confer- 
ence crown  gives  the  Cougars  the 
right  to  meet  ULCA  in  the  open- 
ing round  of  NCAA  play  at  Smith 
Fieldhouse  Friday  evening. 

THE  WYOMING  tilt  had  more 
than  its  share  of  heroes.  Big  John 
Fairchild  led  the  Mountain  Cats

'We’ll  all  live  forever  whether 
we  like  it  or  not.  But  whether 
we  live  eternal  life,  which  is 
God’s  life,  or  not  is  up  to  us.” 

Thus  G.  Carlos  Smith,  General 
Superintendent  of  the  YMMIA, 
summed  up  eternal  life  for  the 
large  crowd  gathered  for  a six 
stake  fireside  last  night  in  the 
George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse.

We  must  always  be  ready  for  it, 
and  we  can  do  that  by  being  pre- 
sentable,” the  former  Central 
States  Mission  president  remark- 
ed. 

He  .said  that  the  best  way  to  be 
presentable  is  in  the  command- 
ment, “Bo  Ye  Clean”. 

“We  must  be  clean  physically 
mentally  and  morally  to  have 
eternal  life.  It  is  absolutely  im- 
possible to  have  eternal  life  if  we 
are  filthy,  ” summarized  the 
great  grandson  of  Hyrum  Smith.

Atom  Tests  Effect 
Animal  Travel?  Y Study 


The  effects  of  nuclear  explo- 
sions on  animal  lif&  and  their 
seasonal  movements  at  a Nev- 
ada test  site  has  recently  been 
completed  by  a group  of  BYU 
scientists. 

THE  RESEARCH  was  done  on 
contract  between  the  Atomic  En- 
ergy Commission  and  the  BYU 
Zoology  and  Entomology  Dept. 
The  study,  which  began  in  1959 
and  was  completed  last  year,  has 
resulted  in  the  publication  of

about  60  reports  on  everything 
from  grasshoppers  to  mule  deer. 

Consideration  has  been  made 
by  several  agencies  for  the  peace- 
ful use  of  nuclear  energy  for  the 
blasting  of  canals  and  other  large 
projects. 

THE  STUDY  DONE  at  the  Nev- 
ada test  site  will  help  determine 
how  fast  an  animal  population 
will  return  td^ome  of  the  areas 
affected  by  a blast. 

Since  this  was  the  first  study 
ever  undertaken  in  the  area,  no 
conclusions  could  be  drawn  with 
past  populations,  according  to  Dr. 
Dorald  Allred  who  directed  the 
study. 

THE  STUDY  also  showed  how 
nature  would  react  in  case  of  a 
nuclear  upset. 

Certain  animals  are  more  su- 
sceptible to  disease  when  exposed 
to  radiation.  Since  many  of  the 
human  diseases  have  an  animal 
link  in  their  transmission  it  is 
vital  to  study  the  link  itself,  not 
just  the  disease,  to  determine 
what  effect  radiation  might  have 
on  the  animals. 

The  seasonal  movement  study 
will  be  the  forerunner  of  subseq- 
uent studies  which  will  further 
explore  the  genetic  mutations, 
and  the  disease  problems.

This  will  knock  Young  out  of  the 
conference  meet  slated  for  two 
weeks  from  now  and  he  remains 
only  a doubltful  contender  for 
the  nationals  the  followings  week.

Sweetpotatoes,  carrots,  parsnips 
and  onions  served  gleized  will 
raise  a cheer  for  you.  Melt  two 
tablespoons  fat  in  a heavy  fry 
pan.  Add  one-fourth  cup  brown 
sugar  and  one  tablespoon  water 
and  blend. 


Add  two  cups  drained  cooked 
sweetpotatoes,  carrots,  or  pars- 
nips, cut  in  strips  or  large  pieces. 
Cook  over  low  heat,  turning 
several  times,  until  the  syrup  is 
very  thick  and  the  vegetables  are 
well-coated — 15  to  20  minutes. 


For  glazed  onions,  prepare  one 
quart  sliced  raw  onions.  Blend 
two  tablespoons  fat  and  one-four- 
th cup  brown  sugar  in  a fry  pan 
as  above,  but  omit  the  water.  Add 
the  onions  and  cook  over  low 
heat,  turning  frequently,  until 
tender — 20  to  30  minutes.
